WOWAN DEFIES. 
~ RUSSIAN BEAR 


Dowager Empress of China 
Takes Strong Stand, 


She Will Fight for the Freedom of 
Manchuria from Russian Domi- 
nation at All Costs—Ja- 
pan Acting for All Anti- 
Russian Powers. 


London, January 22.—The dowager em- 
press of China is thoroughly alive to the 
peril threatening China ag a result of the 
Russo-Japanese crivis, and has, accord- 
ing to The Globe’s Shanghai correspon- 
dent, determined at all costs to fight for 
the freedom of Manchuria frore foreign 
control. Conferences between the dow- 
ager and the leading statesmen, it 1s add- 
ed, have convinced her that any other 
policy would be tantamount to dynastic 
suicide as the dishonor of the ancestral 
tomb applied py foreign domination would 
be unpardonable in the eyes of the Chi- 
nese and unless a vigorous effort is made 
to reassert Manchurian authority’ the 
Tappings and Kolashul will attempt to 
restore the Ming dynasty, with the result 
of the complete destruction of China. 

The correspondent adds that the dow- 
ager has been informed that some of 
the foreign powers are willing to give the 
Manchus a final opportunity of renabili- 
tating themselves, even to the extent of 
etling them by force if necessary, pro- 
vided the Manchu government Is sincerely 
favorable to reform. The Russian min- 
ister at Pekin, the correspondent says, 
has learned of the results of these coufer- 
ences and is convinced in the event cf war 
China will be forced to participate with 
the result that the whole world will prac- 
tically be involved. 

In the meanwhile,

gaged with its own quarrel, is réaily the 
spearman of the whole group of powers 
dcvoted tc the policy of anti-pariition 
and who have virtually agreed together 
to defend China. 

Improvement in Eastern Situation. 

Paris, January 22.—Information reach- 
ing the foreign office during the last 
twenty-four hours shows a definite im- 
provement in the Russo-Japanese situ- 
ation. The answer of Russia has not 
been sent, but {f wil be dispatched within 
the next two days. The question of the 
limitation of Japanese settlements in 
Manchuria had been one of the most 4if- 
ficult ander consideration. The Rus- 
sian view, as made known here, ts that 
the real issue is the maintenance of white 
sunremacy in northern Asia, 

The situation {s compared with that of 
California during the Chinese invasion, 
corpelling the United States to exclude 
the Chinese. It appears that Russia» fs 
chiefly apprehensive of the springing up 
of large Japanese settlements and villages 
along the lines of the Russian railroads 
and other centers of Russian improve- 
nents, as it is held that such an fiflux 
will practically nullify the privileged po- 
sition in Manchuria which Japan has been 
willing to recognize. 

Japs Attacked by Koreans. 

London, January 22.—A special dispatch 
from Seoul, Korea, dated today, says Jap- 
anese railway men have been attacked by 
Koreans at sevéral points along the Seoul- 
F'uein railroad, and that two Korean au- 
therities have been notified unless they 
prevent a recurrence of these disorders 
nécessary measures to do so will be taken 
by Japanese. 

Japan Refuses Mediation. 

London, January 22.—The Associated 
Press is officially informed that the Jap- 
anese government will not accept the 
mediation of any of the foreign pow- 
ers,

Trouble Feared in Korea. 

Washington, January 22.—The situation 
in Korea is arousing fresh avoprehension 
of renewed trouble in the Far Bast. It 
has been the opinion of the military ex- 
perts here that in the event of war be- 
tween Russia and Japan, Korea would he 
made the baftle ground, at least, in the 
beginning. Mr. Allen, the American min- 
ister at Seoul, cabled the state depart- 
ment today from Seoul, as follows: 

“Considerable disturbances throughout 
Korea. The Japanese have been attacked 
in many places.”’ 

It is learned that in view of the pos- 
sibility of Korea's being unable to afford 
proper protection to Japanese subjects,. 
the Tokio authorities have dispatched a 
Japanese military officer of the highest 
rank, namely, a major general], to Seoul, 
where he will be in a position to direct 
any military operations that Japanese 
troops may undertake. The Korean gov- 
ernment has 3,500 men under arms, but 
they have not been trained in a mod- 
ern schoo!, and rather resemble constab- 
ulary than soldiers. It is anticipated 
here that Japan in Korea will repeat the 
performance of Russia in Manchuria and 
make the disturbantes on the Japanese 
railway the ground for a military occupa- 
tion of the line in grcat force, correspond- 
ing to the Russian occupation of the 
Manchurian railway. 

United States Works for Peace. 

Washington, January 22.—It is learned 
that the United States government has 
cautiously and quietly been making in- 
quiries at the various foreign capitals 
supposed to be particularly interestcd 
in a peaceful solution of the eastern prob- 
lem with a view to ascertaining whether 
anything could be done toward bringing 
Russia and Japan together. It soon de- 
veloped that neither of these principals 
was willing to solicit the good offices of 
outside powers in the adjustment of their 
dispute, so that the movement was never 
formally proposed. 

Nervous at St. Petersburg. 

St. Petersburg, January 22.-—-The 
has not yet called the council. tu 
sider the Japanese reply, but it is 
at the foreign office the summons may 
be issued any day. The delay, coupled 
with dispatches from Tokio saying that 
Japan is armed and grimly waiting, haa 
caused a slight renewal of public nervous- 
ness, which Was Pefiected by the weak- 
ness on the bourse today. This alarm is 
seemingly not shared in the higher gov- 
ernment circles, where it is insisted that 
the ezer’s pacific declarationg were not 
idle words. The worst that is now an- 
ticipated is a breakdown of the nego- 
tiafions in the event of Russia's response 
being acceptable to Japan.

PROBING FOR PANAMA 
ORDERED BY SENATE 


Gorman Resolution Providing for 
an Inquiry Into !sthmian 
Coup Is Adopted 


RECESS NOMINATIONS 
SCORED BY TILLMAN 


South Carolina Senator Denounces 
the Action of the President in 
the Wood and Crum Cases 
' as in Violation of 

the Law. 


Washington, January 22.—The senate 
today adopted the resolution of inquiry 
concerning affairs in Panama introduced 
on the Sth instant by Mr. German, and, 
in addition, Hstened to a speech on the 
Panama question by Mr. Dolliver and 
another on the subject of recess appoint- 
ments to ¢ffice by Mr. Tillman. Mr. Till- 
man’s address had especial reference to 
the nomination of Collector Crum, of 
Charleston, 8S. C., but the fact that it 
also bore upon the nomination of Briga- 
dier General Wood added to its inter- 
est. 

Mr. Dolliver defended the course of the 
administration in Panama, contending 
that it was patriotic throughout. 

Following are the main points of the 
Gorman resolution as adopted: 

“Resolved, That the president be re- 
quested, if not in his judgment incompat- 
tble with the public interest, to inform 
the senate— 

‘!. The date when, and the circum- 
stances under which the United States 
has used a military force in the Internal 
affairs of Colombia, under the treaty of 
1846: whether such use of military force 
was on the initiative of the United States 
or by the request of Colombia. 

‘2. Also, to inform the senate whether 
or not the United States has been asked 
by Colombia to execute, by armed force, 
either the guaranty of the neutrality of 
the isthmus or of the sovereignty of Co- 
lombia over the same. 

“3. And also to inform the senate in 
which, if any; of the disturbances on the 
Isthmus of Panama the United States 
employed a military force, solely on its 
Own initiativé, and uninvited by the gov- 
ernment owning the isthmus, 

“4. And also that he will inform the 
senate of the dates when and circum- 
stances under which the United States 
has employed military force in the in- 
ternal affairs of Colombia.” 

Tillman Talks of Crum. 

Mr. Tillman was recognized to speak 
on his resolution relating to senate re- 
cesses. His remarks referred especially 
to the nomination of Dr. Crum to be col- 
lector at Charleston, S. C. 

Mr. Tillman disclaimed any intention to 
consider this as a party question, but 
claimed that his desire was to prevent 
the establishment of a harmful precedent 
and to find out what the senate thought of 
a “constructive recess."’ He said it had 
remained for our present executive to 
assert the right and exercise the power 
of making appointments between 12 
o’elock and 12 o'clock of the same day. 

Mr. Hale took exception to the state- 
ment that the president had committed 
himself to the proposition as set forth. 
As for himself, he did not accept the 
theory of a constructive recess, 

Mr. Tillman quoted a letter from Secre- 
tary Shaw concerning the appointment of 
Collector Crum, taking the position that 
there had been a constructive recess be- 
tween the time of the adjournment of 
the late extra session of congress and 
the beginnirg of the present regular ses- 
sion. This,. Mr. Tillman contended, was 
in violation of the constitution and he 
also contended that there was no com- 
mon sense in the plea that there was any 
interregnum between the extra session 
and regular session when one was im- 
mediately adjourned to prepare for the 
other. 

Mr. Spooner suggested that the result of 
foliowing Mr. Tillman's reasoning would 
be to cause many vacancies in office. 

In response Mr, Tillman said: 

“This is the first point I have ever 
heard the senator make, but it won’t go.’’ 

Mr. Spooner said that he agreed with 
the South Carolina senator tn his reason- 
ing on the subject of a constructive re- 
cess, but that he merely suggested a prac- 
tical difficulty. If the nomination came in 
as of the session the person nominated 
could not assume his duties until he 
should be confirmed. 

Must Shout Again. 

He cited the possible case of an emer- 
gency military appointment; but Mr. Till- 
man replied that there were always offi- 
cers on hand to perform the duties re- 
quired and he sald: 

“That won't do, you'll nave to shout 
again.”” He did not object to interrup- 
tions, he said, but wanted all the light 
he could get “for,’’ “he said, “I have 
some thundering stuff here on this sub- 
ject.”’ 

Mr. Tillman then quoted a number of 
precedents’ {n support of his position. 
Among other utterances quoted were 
those of Charles Sumner and John Sher- 
man. both of whom the senator lauded. 
Mr. Spooner rose. 

“tT don’t suppose,” said Mr. Tillman, 
“that the senator from Wisconsin ob- 
jects to my eulogizing members of his 
party?” ‘ . 

“No,” replied Mr, Spooner, “but I can- 
not understand why he should wait until 
they are dead.”’ 

The senate laughed, and Mr, Tillman 
declared that he has complimented all 
the sitting republican senators by ex- 
pressing confidence that they would not 
allow themselves to be dragged in the 
mire in support of this doctrine of a 
constructive recess. 

Mr. Tillman dwelt upon the considera- 
tion of a similar merger of two sessions 
of congress during fhe administration of 
Andrew Johnson, and Mr. “Hale inter- 
rupted to express his satisfaction that 
the proceeding has been cited. He con- 
sidered it conclusive, and said: 

‘What was good law then 
law now.” 

Mr. Hale said that the Crum nomina- 
tion, that of General Wood and others, 
were not sent in as recess, but as reg- 
ular appointments. This statement had, 
he said, been confirmed by an inspection 
of the appointment papers.

SCHWAB WANTS 
TO MAKE TERMS 


He’s Willing To Aid in Re- 
organizing Shipbuilding 
Trust. 


New York, January 22.—An agreement 
On terms for the reorganization of the 
United States Shipbuilding Company and 
the abandonment of the Sheldon reor- 
ganization plan, it is understood on good 
authority, has been substantially rcachec 
between Receiver Smith, of the company, 
and Charles M. Schwab and memoers cf 
the Sheldon syndicate, but this plan is 
said to be acceptable neither to the bond- 
holders’ protective committee nor the 
Commonwealth Trust Company, and the 
litigation is practically bound to continue 
unless the Schwab interests make stiil 
further concessions. 

The plan, as outlined tentatively, pro- 
vided for the retention of control by Mr. 
Schwab, giving him $9,000,000 preferred 
and $6,000,000 common out of a total 
of approximately $30,000,000 stock of tie 
reorganized company, the remaining $6,- 
000,000 preferred and $9,000,000 coinmon 
going to the other interests. Under it 
Mr. Schwab abandoned his concention 
that his mortgage on the Bethiehen 
plant Should be given pfiority over the 
first mortgage bonds on the entire ship- 
Lyilding company, this being one of the 
teatures of the Sheldon plan. 

Samuel Untermeyer, of counsel for the 
hondholders’ protective committee, said 
that a number of plans had bee. pro- 
;osed informally to him, but that none 
was such that he would be willing to 
accept it for his cHents. 
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CASHIER LOOTS 
BUCKEYE BANK 


Produce Exchange Concern of 
Cleveland Goes Under 


George A. Rose, the Cashier, Is a 
Defaulter to the Extent of 
$170,000 — Rose Lost 
the Money Speculating 
in Grain. 


Cleveland, Ohio, January 22.—The Pro- 
duce Exchayge Banking Company, cor- 
ner Broadway and Central avenue, closad 
its doorg today. The insolvency court 
has appointed the Cleveland Trust Com 
pany as receivers. The assets and lia- 
bilities of the bank are placed at $1,500,- 
600 each. Attorney Andrew Squire, on 
behalf of the bank, made the following 
statement this afternoon: 

“George A. Rose, cashier of the bank, 
is a deiaulter to the extent of $170,000. 
‘Lhe defalcation ig more than the paid in 
capital and surplus combined. The origi- 
nal cash was $200,000, but only $50 per 
share was paid in. The depositors will 
be protected fully. The stockholders will 
have to pay in $100,000 more on their 
cash stock and $200,000 in stockholders’ 
Hability. 

“The directors worked all day trying 
to make up the deficiency, but the bur- 
den was too heavy and they decided to 
close the bank. 

“For many years Rose has been spec:i- 
lating in Chicago grain. He covered up 
his speculations by manipulating’ the 
bank’s books.’’ 


It is announced the branches of the 
Produce Exchange bank at Defian>a, 
Hudson and Bedford, Ohio, will be closed 
at once as a result of the failure. 

An official of the bank is now under 
guard at his home. He will be taken 
before the grand jury tomorrow morning 
and will, according to statements of other 
bank officials, plead guilty to the charge 
of embezzlement. An indicement will be 
brought against him and the case hur- 
ried to trial. There is a great deal of 
uneasiness among the depositors, many 
of whom are small merchants, Italians 
and other nationalities, who sell fruit 
and vegetables from door to door and 
deposited their money in the Produce Ex- 
change bank. The irregularity has bee: 
going on for eight years, it is said to- 
night.

STORM SWERVES 
FROW ATLANTA 


Tomado Passes 200 Miles 
North of This City, 


Terrific Rainfall Thursday Night, 
Only Local Effect of the Ad- 
jacent Low Barometer—The 
Storm Now Centers 
Over Buffalo. 


The storm that swept nortnern Alaba- 
ma Thursday night, snuffing out human 
lives in its fury, swerved from its path, 
passed Atlanta by a couple of hundred 
miles and was centered over Buffalo, N. 
Y., and the Lake Erie district last night. 

But while Atlanta escaped the worst 
of the storm, which handled Alabama the 
roughest of any section it passed, a great 
deal of rain, accompanied by wind, thun- 
der and lightning visited this city and 
the surrounding territory. 

This stormy weather, according to the 
official forecast, will be succeeded by fall- 
ing temperature, though no severe cold Is 
10okKed for. 

The storm, which since its first appear- 
ance has moved from northern Texas to 
the lake regions, was peculiar in many 
respects, and its force was felt to more 
or less extent in all that part of the 
United States east of the 85th meridian, 
with the exception of Florida. 

Started in Texas. 

Weather officials first observed the 
“low,’’ as the storm was called, in north- 
ern Texas, on Wednesday morning. By 
Thursday morning it had moved down 
further south and was central over the 
interior of Texas. On the evening of that 
day it was observed to he central over 
Vicksburg, Miss., and was expected to 
move straight across the country to the 


“coast, thence veering to the north, bringing 


rain to all 
passed. , 
But inetead of taking this course the 
“low,’’ which had moved sluggishly up 
to that time, took a sharp turn to the 
northeast and went blustering across 
Alabama in a diagonal fashion, shook up 
Moundv.lle and killed many people there, 
and when morning dawned yesterday the 
‘low’’ hovered over Buffalo, where it 
remaingd ‘about stationary ugtfi the 
inal official observations last night. 


The Heavy Rainfall. 

Betwéen 10:20 o'clock Thursday evening 
and 9 o'clock Friday morning 1.14 inches 
of rain had fallen in Atlanta, bringing 
the deficlency in precipitation for the 
month from 2.30 inches to 1.36 inches. 
This rain was accompanied by a wind 
blowing from 8 o'clock Thursday evening 
till yesterday morning at an average ve- 
locity of 30 to 36 miles. This wind reath- 
ed its maximum velocity shortly before 
! o'clock Friday morning, blowing at a 
rate of 46 miles for the space of one 
minute, and for five minufes it blew ata 
rate of 36 miles an hour. 

Al] this occurred while the stotm was 
winging its way across the country to- 
ward the north, and after all this had 
taken place, that is last night, it was 
raining on the Georgia and South Caro- 
lina coasts, eastern and northern North 
Carolina, eastern Virginia and from there 
north over the middle Atlantic states and 
the lake region. In New England it was 
cloudy, but not raining and west of the 
Mississippi the weather was fair and fine. 

The official forecast issued yesterday 
was: “Fair and colder Friday night and 
Saturday.” 

If the “low’’ which caused the storin 
had been followed closely by an extreme 
high, both moving directly across the 
southern rim of the country to the coast 
and then turning to the north and passing 
up the coast line the cold in this section 
vould have been severe. But these con- 
ditions afd not prevail. The “low” trav-

Tuscaloosa, Ala., January 22.—The moet 
disastrous cyclone that ever swept over 
this section visited Moundville, Ala... a 
town of 300 inhabitants. 15 miles south 
of Tuscaloosa, this morning at ! o'clock, 
and, as a result. twenty-eight persons 
were killed and more than one hundred 
injured, and every business house, with 
the exception of a small drug store, was 
completely destroyed. 

The cyclone struck the city from the 
southwest. dealing death and destruction 
as it made its path through the town. 
The path of the cyclone was a quarter 
of a mile wide. 

Where once stood the business portion 
of the town, the depot and the dwellings, 
there are to be found scores of mangled 
cattle, hogs, horses and suffering human- 
ity. So horrible is the scene that it is 
impossible to describe the suffering and 
destruction. 

People Blown from Beds. 

PersOns were blown hundreds of feet 
from their beds in the blackness of night. 
Through terror, a father, mother and 
three children fled from their home to 
seek refuge, and in their excitement left 
a 5-year-old boy in bed. This morning he 
was pulled from beneath some timber. 
and thus far it it impossible to find any 
other member of the family. 

Bedding, carpets and wearing appare! 
are scartered a distance of 10 milks 
through what was a forest, but which {fs 
now as clear as if it had been cut by 
the woodman’s ax. 

Freight cars were torn to splinters, 
the trucks from them being hurled hun- 
dreds of feet from the track. 

The depot, the hotel, ware houses, gins, 
thirty homes, the store houses occupied 
by R. L. Griffin, A. W. Wiggins & Son, 
W. J. Domenick, A. D. Griffin and W. P. 
Phifer, together with their stocks, were 
completely destroyed. Where they stood 
it is impossible to find even the pillars 
upon which these structures rested. 

Cotton Bales Torn to Bits. 

Bales of cotton, which were stored in 
ware houses, were torn to atoms, the 
fragments of lint lodging In trees, making 
it appear as if that sectjon had been vis- 
ited by a snowstorm. Heavy tron safes 
were carried by the storm, the doors of 
which were torn from their hinges. 

Today hundreds of homeless persons, 
husbands without wives, wives without 
husbands, children without parents, all 
without food or raiment, are wringing 
their hands in despair. 

A young clerk employed by W. P. Phi- 
fer, hearing the terrible roaring of the 
approaching cyclone, let himself down 
into a well in the center of the store. 
He had no s0oner found this place of 
safety than the store was completely de- 
molished. This morning he was drawn 
out, and fs well and sound,

Mr. Lutz asked Mrs. Bechtel to repeat 
her story of Mabél’s departure from the 
house on Monday morning, when she 
said she was going out driving with Wel- 
senberg. For a few moments she was 
unable to reply. When she did answer 
it was in a sobbing tone and a voice 
trembling. with emotion. 

The cross-examination shifted to Weli- 
senberg and in reply to a question from 
the district attorney Mrs. Bechtel said 
she had often heard of Weisenberg’s 
threats to kill Mabel. 

' Witness said she had seen Eckstein

quarrels.

LABOR UNIONS 
AND SOCIALISM 


Mark Hanna Supports Un- 
lons but He Condemns 
Socialism. 


Boston, January 22.—Senator Marcus A. 
Hanna, of Ohio, contributes to fhe Feb- 
ruary number of The National Magazine, 
published in this city, an article under 
the caption of ‘‘Soclalism and the Labor 
Unions.” After expressing his belief in 
the power of education over the Amer- 
ican people and declaring that the basis of 
right success is fairness and justice, Sen- 
ator Hanna writes: 

“The instinct of workingmen to band 
together to protect themselves is no more 
to be wondered at than the same instinct 
when shown upon the part of capital, 
Now, my plan is to have organized union 
labor Americanized in the best sense and 
thoroughly educated to an understanding 
of its responsibilities, and in this way 
to make it the ally of the capitalist, 
rather than a foe. 

“Tabor organizations may be oper to 
sharp criticism at times, but it can not‘be 
fairly stated that they are always wrong. 
If every man is treated as a man, and 
an appeal made to his heart, as well 
as to ‘his reason, it will establish a 
bond of confidence as a sure foundation 
to build upon. ; 

“The menace of today, as I view it, 
ts the spread of a spirit of socialism, one 
of those things which is only half un- 
derstood, and is more or less used to in- 
fiame the popular mind against all in- 
dividual initiative and persona) energy, 
which has been the very essence of Amer- 
ican progress. There is a spirit of coop- 
eration or community of interests which 
some people may confound with social- 
ism that is: making headway with us; 
but when any one attempts, for political 
or financial reasons, to advocate the 
whole programme of Buropean socialism, 
he will find Nttle prospect of the seeds 
taking root in American soil.’’

Alsatians Cause Excitement 
in the French 
Chambers, 


Paris, January 22.—The chamber of 
deputies was the scene of much excite- 
ment today, in connection with the case 
of Father Delsor, an Alsatian priest, who 
was expelled from France recently on thie 
ground that he was a foreigner seeking 
to foment agitation against the govern- 
ment. His expulsion has revived the an- 
imosities growing out of the Franco- 
Prussian war, a considerable element of 
the press and public asserting that the 
expulsion. of the delegates, as a foreigner, 
marked the final abandonment of Alsace 
to Germany. 

Because the chamber took up the ques- 
tion today, extra police precautions were 
taken inside and outside the Bourbon pal- 
acé, as well as to protect the Strasbourg 
Statue on the Place de la Concorde, 
where a popular manifestation was an- 
nounced to take place, and for the sup- 
pression of disorder in the neighborhood 
of the German embassy. 

The chamber was throgged, and during 
the debate five interpellations were ad- 
dressed to the government. The speak- 
ers sought to make the issue one of the 
government’s abandonment to Alsace. 

Premier Combes replying, declared the 
agitation had the same theatrical char- 
acter as Boulangerism. It was an effort 
to revive an expiring nationalist ele- 
ment. 

After a long and heated discussion dur- 
ing which numerous resolutions, some 
blaming and: some approving the gov- 
ernment, were handed in, Premier Combes 
intimated that he would accept a mo- 
tion made by M. Satrien as the order of 
the day, pure and simple, with the under- 
standing that this should be taken to im- 
ply approval of the government’s action. 
The division resulted in a ministerial 
victory, the vote being 259 to 243. 

During the sitting of the chamber there 
was a noisy Alsatian demonstration in 
the Place de la Concorde, which resulted 
in the arrest of about sixty persons. Or- 
der was restored later, and the persons 
arrested were released,

No Appropriation Bill at 
Present Session of 
Congress. 


Washington, January 22.—The house 
committee on rivers and harbors today 
decided that there should be no river and 
harbor appropriation bill at the present 
session of congress, although a few sur- 
eeys may be authorized. 

In explanation of the postponement of 
a bill until next session, Chairman Burton 
made the following statement: 

“The main reason for this action was 
the very large balance appropriated for 
river and harbor improvements which is 
now lying in the treasury unexpended. 
This balance at the end of last year was 
osmewhat in excess of $38,000,000. In 
addition to this it is expected that $8,700,-

survey of new projects.”’

PITTSBURG: PREPARES 
FOR A RECORD BREAKER 


In Ohio and Indiana Many Towns 
Along the Rivers Are Being 
Inundated by the Ad- 
vance of the 
Waters, 


Pittsburg, Pa., January 22.—(Midnight.) 
~—Lulled into a sense of security in the 
early evening by the rapidity with which 
the Alleghany was carrying the ice and 
water from the upper stream into the 
Ohio, Pittsburg went to sleep tonight 
with the belief that the warnings of dan- 
ger from the rfvers had been exagger- 
ated. but at this hour a new danger has 
arisen. The Monongahela has broken 
loose. Huge masses of ice, less broken 
than that which came rushing down the 
sister stream, are choking the harbor. 
Both rivers are steadily rising. The Alle- 
ghany is already three feet higher than 
her consort stream, and as a consequence 
@ dangerous ice gorge is now forming 
between the Wabash and Smithfield 
street bridges, just above the confluence 
of tthe two rivers. ; : 

Business men, mill owners, residents 
and rivermen are fncluded in the list 
of sufferers. The poor in some of the 
low-lying sections of the two cities may 
be hemmed in their homes until .late 
Sunday night. Until the waters subside 
it is likely the damage will continue, for 
there is ice enough in both rivers at this 
time to keep both the Alleghany and 
Monongahela rivers well filled until Sun- 
day morning, and perhaps later. Fore- 
caster Ridgway, in a statement issued at 
1! o’clock tonight, could give no hope of 
a subsidence, for there was none in sight. 

Coal Fleet To Go Down. 

Early in the day, owing to the vigor- 
ous warning sent out {n regard to the 
danger from the Alleghany, all of the 
coal barges and steamboats were sent fo 
the Monongahela to gain the better pro- 
tection of the pools and consequently 
stiller water. A large barge containing 
40,000 bushels of coal has been sunk, and 
the whole fleet, with nearly 275,000 busb- 
els on board, is likely to go down. 

At midnight the mark showed 28 feet 
of water in the Alleghany at Herr’s Ia- 
land, and 26.8 feet of water in the Mo- 
nongahela at Market street 

There was a daring rescue of valuable 
property on the Monongahela when the 
barges Maine, Rochester and Mississippi 
broke from their moorings and swept out 
into the ice-laden stream, apparently to 
certain destruction. Three barges were 
loaded with railroad fron, valued at 
$180,000. A distress signal was sounded 
from the Point bridge, and three tugs 
tried to check them. For two miles 
down the ice choked river three boats 
battled to the rescue. After a hard and 
gallant struggle they were brought un- 
der control and landed at the head of 
Brunot’s Island, 

Many mills have been compelled to shut. 
down, railroad bridges are [In danger, 
street car service has been interrupated, 
and reports fom nearby sections tell of 
damage to bridges and other property. 
The total loss in property of all kinds 
here so far is estimated at $1,000,000.

All were badly 
damaged and it is belleved the founda- 
tion of the bridge has been damaged. The 
river is completely blocked by the vessels 
jammed about the plers of the viaduct. 
The vessels carried down stream were 
large steamers owned by the T’nited 
States Steel Corporation. 


- All Traffic Suspended. 

Findlay, Ohio, Sanuary 22.—There is 
no abatement in the flood in this vicinity 
and destruction of property continues. 
Practically all steam and electric rail- 
road traffic has been suspended. bridges 
have been swept away In all directions. 
Over 200 families have been rescued from 
flooded homes. 


Low Lands Are Submerged. 

Columbus, Ohio, January 22.—The Sclo- 
to river has passed the danger point. The 
lowlands have been f{nundated. The elec- 
tric street lights were dark during the 
night, the electric company having raised 
their dynamo so as to be above the dan- 
ger line fn case the levee breaks. They 
wil] be out of the service until the flood 
is passed. 


Bridges Washed Away. 

Lorain, Ohio, January 22.—Great loss 
has been caused by heavy rain. Two 
large steamers broke from their moor- 
ings and now le at the mouth of the 
river in a dangerous condition. 

The Nickle Plate river bridge has been 
washed away. The ship vards of the 
American Shipbuilding Company are un- 
der water. Many small vessels have been 
wrecked. The Baltimore and Ohio rail- 
road will be a heavy loser. Immense 
piles of lumber are going down the rive> 
with the rush of ice. 


Wide Sections Under Water. 

Dayton, Ohfo, January 22.—Wide sec- 
tions of the Miami valley south of Day- 
ton are inundated. Traction traffic hbe- 
tween Dayton and Cincinnati! has been 
suspended owing to damage to the trestle 
work south of Franklin. The immense 
ice gorge north of Dayton broke awav 
fn time to prevent the flooding of the 
city. The Miami river is still rising. 


Many Residences Inundated. 

Fort Wayne, Ind., January 22.—The 
three rivers that environ Fort Wayne 
are far out of their banks, and still 
rising. No great damage has been done, 
owing to the high situation of the city. 

Riverside, lying on a point between the 
confluence of St. Mary and St. Joseph 
rivers, is partly submerged and the po- 
lice have rescued many families from 
partly submerged homes. Fear is felt 
from Lake Side, a fashionable suburb 
@nclosed between the Maumee and St. 
Joseph rivers, and a range of hills back 
of it. 


Potomac Valley Fears Flood. 

Cumberland, Md., January 22.—A sud- 
den thaw today accompanied by a heavy 
warm rain has caused the breaking up 
of the heavy ice in streams tributary to 
the Potomac, and the residents of the 
Potomac valley fear a severe flood. The 
tce, which is !8 inches thick, is being 
dynamited. 


Many Families Rescued. 

Defiance, Ohio, January 22.—The An- 
giaise and Maumee rivers overflowed a 
40-foot embankment here. Five blocks 
of residences in East Defiance are partly 
submerged and many families have been 
driven from their homes. The Findlay, 
Fort Wayne and Western railroad bridges 
in the Anglaise river and an iron bridge 
above the city have been carried away. 


Ice Packs About New York. 

New York, January 22.—Fog blanketed 
New York bay and harbor today. Long 
Island sound was impassable except to 
the most powerful steamers, scores of 
coastwise vessels and tugs were frozen 
fast in the ice which filled both rivers and 
the harbor, and an ice pack in Newark 
harbor placed three cities and all the 
towns on the Passaic river below Passaic 
Falls in danger by flood, while one of the 
worst storms of the winter was still un- 
spent. In this city sleet rendered the 
walking dangerous for man and beast, 
and geveral cases of serious injury were 
reported. 


Icebound at Baltimore. 

Baltimore, Md., January 22.—A dense 
fog today followed by a warm rain which 
brofe up the ice in the Patapsco river and 
upper Chesapeake bay, rendered naviga- 
tion perilous and few, if any vessels left 
port during the day. A number of ves- 
sels bound for Baltimore are icebound in 
the lower bay. The schooner Edith M. 
Symington from Savannah sought har- 
bor in the Patuxent river.

Indianapolis, Ind., January 22.—The Ice 
in White river has carried off a house 
boat occupied by John Showe and wife 
which d been anchored on the over- 
flowed lands.

Her 
body has not been recovered. 

Showe caught hold of bushes on the 
submerged island in tlfe middle of the 
river opposite the island below thc city. 
His cries for help were heard and an 
effort was made to rescue him> Rollo 
Morrison started for him through the 
ice with a boat. After an hour he reach- 
ed him, but Showe was crazed by the 
cold and fought him off. Morrison finally 
overpowered him, tied him in the boat 
with ropes and. started for the shore. 

The crushing ice and struggles of the 
man threw Morrison out and the boat 
went down the river with Showe tied to 
the bottom. Morrison followed the boat 
with Showe in it as far as Maywood, 4 
miles below the city, where a bayou 
prevented further pursuit. Ags the boat 
disappeared around a bend of the river 
Showe was seen to raise himself up, waive 
his hands and fall back. 

The boat with John Showe tied in it 
has been seen going under a bridge 9 
miles south of the city. It was being 
carried down stream in the ice. Showe 
was lying in the bottom apparently dead.

Smooth Imposter Played 
Double Game on Dublin 
People. 


Dublin, Ga., January 22.—(Special).— 
Facts as to how a man, calling himself 
“Charles Mohammed,” and claiming to 
be a Moor, deceived a large number of 
people in Dublin a few days ago, have 
just leaked out. Mohammed represented 
himself as a member of the Baptist 
church, and, presenting what seemed to 
be good recommendations, was allowed to 
make a talk before a fair congregation 
at the Baptist church a few nights aéo.

Twenty years ago shorthand was re- 
garded ag one of the hardest things In 
the world to learn. Hundreds and even 
thousands began it, studied a’few weeks 
and gave it up. It was not an unusual 
thing to hear a man say he had taken up 
shorthand, learned the alphabet and 
after making a little progress had aban- 
doned it. Experienced stenographers un- 
derstood why there were so many fail- 
ures. It was because there were few 
competent teachers. Learning shorthana 
without a teacher is like going through 
a cave without a light and without a 
guide. Taken as a whole, it ts one of 
the most beautifully perfect arts in the 
world, but it unfolds itself so gradually 
that it cannot be grasped at once, and the 
pupil without a teacher meets many dis- 
couragements, and does not see the sys- 
tem' as a whole.

So with the touch system 
in typewriting. The operator is taught 
to strike the keys without locking at 
them, and to keep the eyes on the gshort- 
hand notes. It stands to reason that 
this. when mastered, will produce the 
fastest work. It may take a little lonrer 
to learn. but the time is well spent, for 
an whole lifetime of labor is involved, and 
the Southern Shorthand and Business 
t'niversity looks first to thoroughness.

BRYAN DEFENDS 
LABOR UNIONS 


Greater Danger from Law 
Defying Trusts Than from 
Organized Labor. 


New York, January 22.—An attack on 
labor unions made by Former Assistant 
Attorney General Beck, of Ph ladelphis, 
was the cause for the remarks madc 
by William J. Bryan in departing from 
the text of his speech 
society dinner just held here. Mr. Bryan 
declares there is greater danger, from 
“corporations which defy the law” than 
from labor unions.

McCoy had the undertaking contract 
for county burials and it was charged 
he buried coffins containing things other 
than human bodies and charged the 
county for the same.

Johnstown, Pa., January 22.—The disas- 
trous accident at the Cambria Steel Com- 
pany’s works yesterday, where three men 
were killed and many injured, and a large 
amount of property destroyed by the 
bursting of a fly wheel, is the more to be 
regretted because it could have been pre- 
vented. The officers of the Cambria 
Company have recently been negotiating 
with the Consolidated Engine Stop Com- 
pany, of New York, with a view to hav- 
ing their engines equipped with the Mon- 
arch Engine stop and speed limit system, 
a device which absolutely insures against 
accidents of this kind, but they had 
temporarily deferred action. The Mon- 
arch stop is in use in the mills of the 
American Steel and Wire Company, the 
Carnegie Steel Company, the Illinois Steel 
Company, and many other mills in va- 
rious industries, and has proven its effi- 
ciency beyond question.

Regulars at San Antonio 
Save Property for Gov- 
ernment. 


San Antonio, Tex., January 22—In a 
raging blizzard 500 infantrymen and ar- 
tillerymen, thinly clad, fell out of their 
bunks at Fort Sam Houston early this 
morning in answer to a signal cannon 
and general fire alarm to. save the Offi- 
cers’ quarters from destruction.

A Triumph for Education. 

The decision of the special confer- 
ence of the Presbyterian church, pro- 
viding for the establishment in At- 
lanta of a great monumental univer- 
sity, speaks for the zeal and fervor of 
this great body of Christians. It is a 
notable @chievement in the campaign 
of education, and should arouse gen- 
uine enthusiasm throughout the south. 

The report of the conference repre- 
senting six states, was notably fair 
and considerate, revealing the unmis- 
takable purpose to deal justly with 
the interests affected by the consoli- 
dation. The unquestionable advan- 
tage of having a strong, conveniently 
located, thoroughly equipped and com- 
petently endowed university was ap- 
preciated by the various states com- 
posing the southern conference, The 
universal wish to secure the benefit 
of such consolidation, if it could be 
equitably arranged, has been happily 
gratified. Objections were inevitably 
urged by the communities affected by 
the proposed plan, but they were over- 
come and just offers made that should 
relieve any feeling of resentment on 
account of the change, while it insures 
them against material loss. 

The effect of such an educational 
institution in Atlanta will be apprecia- 
ble throughout the southern states. 
‘Suitable grounds, admirably situated 
for the buildings and campus, were 
made a part of the offer from Atlanta 
as a preliminary feature of the pro- 
posed unification. The institution 
will be fortified with an endowment 
fund that will place it among the old- 
est and wealthiest colleges of the 
country, and it requires no gift of 
prophetic vision to foresee the time 
when it will occupy in the realm of 
southern education the enviable posi- 
tion filled in the north by Princeton, 
which is upheld by an endowment 
fund of two and a half million and 
*hasan annual income of $275,000, with 
buildings and grounds and laborato- 
ries and libraries that are royal in 
their worth. 

There is abundant room within sight 
of the location selected for the mil- 
lion-dollar Atlanta university for un- 
measured expansion, and the pros- 
pects are bright for its continued ad- 
vancement, deriving, as it will, the in- 
Spiration for its progress from the 
educational craving of ambitious 
southern youth and finding the ten- 
drils of its growth strengthened in the 
hopes and good wishes of so many 
consecrated southern: homes. 

By the consolidation and _ unifica- 
tion of two struggling colleges, secur- 
ing the combined support of the va- 
rious states affected, through the gen- 
erosity of the citizens of Georgia, and 
with the aid of the influential body of 
Christians composing the Presbyterian 
church in Georgia, a victory has been 
won for education that will mean 
much for Atlanta, more for the church 
which has given it such splendid sup- 
port, and most of all for the young 
men of the south who will be given 
the vastly increased educational ad- 
vantages it will offer. 

To Rev. Theron H. Rice, of Atlanta, 
who planned the consolidation and la- 
bored diligently in the successful ef- 
fort to secure it, a word of congratu- 
lation is due. His zeal and earnest- 
ness in the cause of religion and edu- 
cation was before known and proven, 
but his efforts have increased the high 
opinion formerly entertained by the 
public. He has demonstrated the qual- 
ities of high purpose, broad compre- 
hension, ability and the power of 
achievement, and his work in secur- 
ing the consent of the various Presby- 
terilan synods interested in the new 
consolidated university, gives new 
proof of his versatile and trained abil- 
ities. 

When the two directors from each 
synod meet in Atlanta next Novem- 
ber, the consolidation will be per- 
fected.

The “New Woman” and Population. 

In France, where the government 
is much interested in increasing the 
birthrate and where extraordinary le- 
gal measures are taken to that end, no 
little anxiety is felt concerning the 
growing tendency of French young 
women to enter employment for t‘ms 
out of mind followed by men exclu- 
sively. In France, as in Germany, the 
young women are going to business 
college and learning the art of stenog- 
raphy, typewriting and other com- 
mercial occupations. It promises to 
be but a few years until French wom- 
en are as “independent”. in bread- 
winning as the too well known Amer- 
ican type, and when that time comes, 
Ja belle France will be moribund in a 
Malthusian sense. 

For all the millions of French pop- 
ulation, there are but 83,944 more 
births than deaths, according to the 
latest statistics of The Officia] Jour- 
nal of France. Think of that—an ex- 
cess of births less in number than the 
population of the city of Atlanta. The 
race suicide question in France is 
neither fantastic nor humorous. It 
springs from a condition, not a theory, 
and if France is to survive among the 
nations of the earth, French women 
must needs be more prolific. 

French savants who have been mak- 
ing an expert study of the local popu- 
lation question are advising the gov- 
ernment to circumscribe a woman’s 
choice of occupation by law, on the 
ground that when she enters employ- 
ment on an equal footing with man, 
her likelihood of marrying and becom- 
ing a mother is greatly decreased. 
This resultant condition,- manifest 
enough in the United States, would 
speedily cause the deaths to exceed 
the births in France, in time destroying 
the nation. The French writers are 
holding the Americans up as a terrible 
averring 
that immigration is all that prevents 
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the United States being decadent and 
in a worse population condition ;today 
than Frauce. 

Their view is an extreme one, we 
feel sure, so far as our own country 
is concerned, but it is not to be ques- 
tioned, that commercialism for the 
women of ce means the destruc- 
tion of France. The Latin has little re- 
spect for the woman whp toils and, 
because of his prejudice, is loth to 
make her his wife. Marriages are few 
enough in France as it is. When 
French girls become Americanized, 
the hymeneal bond will be rarer and 
births infinitely decreased. 

The study is an interesting one, and 
not without a serious application to 
ourselves as a nation. The influence 
of the woman in business is more far- 
reaching than we superficially think. 
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Bounty-Hunting “Reformers.”’ 

A bill is pending in the Massachu- 
setts state legislature which is the 
outgrowth of a condition reflecting 
small credit on human nature—which 
is true of most legislative bills. 

In the larger towns of Massachu- 
setts, notably Boston, there has-been 
of late a bitter, almost fanatical, cru- 
sade against so-called obscene litera- 
ture and indecent pictures. So zealous 
were the crusaders that they banded 
themselves together under the singu- 
larly frank appellation of the Watch 
and Ward Society. There is no dis- 
counting the vigilance of the watch 
they kept on book stores and saloon 
picture galleries, and they seem to 
have regarded their neighbors as their 
wards in fact. Books which have for 
generations been regarded as classics 
of literature were ruthlessly pulled 
from dim recesses in the book stalls, 
and pictures, no less classical] in the 
realm of art, were torn from the wall, 
the owners thereof being fined for ex- 
posing the same for sale or view. 

Had the zeal of these Puritan re- 
formers been above the suspicion of 
venality or sensationalism, their ac- 
tions would have called forth no great 
public criticism, but, unfortunately, it 
was open to both charges. It seems 
that under the law in Massachusetts, 
where convictions are made for sell- 
ing objectionable literature or exhib- 
iting pictures that come under the 
ban, one-half of the fine imposed goes 
to the complainant. The scramble 
made after the passage of the law to 
roll up a goodly score of fine “whack- 
ups,” was little short of disgraceful, 
and it was not the fault of the “re- 
formers” that the crusade was not 
carried to the point of persecution. 
Men and women who had not the 
slightest conscientious interest in the 
campaign, potted alleged offenders as 
western farmers pot prairie dogs for 
the state bounty on their pelts. So 
far from improving public morals, the 
result, as was to be supposed, was 
demoralizing and scandalous. 

It has been found necessary to ap- 
pea] to the Massachusetts state legis- 
lature to repeal the provision of the 
law allowing the complainant to share 
the amount of the fine upon convic- 
tion, and a bill to that end is expected 
to pass the body shortly. If this is 
done, there is reason to believe the 
Watch and Ward Society will be put 
out of business.

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MASTER SPINNERS’ 
STOPPAGE SCHEME. 


(From The London Exprees.) 

Most of the master cotton spinners in 
Lancashire approve of Mr. Macara’s de- 
tailed scheme for reducing the working 
hours of the mills to check gambling in 
raw cotton. , 

The scheme has been received with en- 
thusiasm in certain cotton circles as the 
only workable plan for checkmatine the 
American gamblers. It is recognized by 
shrewd business men, however, that the 
scheme will be impracticable unless it is 
accepted by the whole of the trade. 

This is not yet assured, for spinners of 
Egyptian cotton—fine spinners, as they 
are called—declare that they are not dis- 
posed to stop their spindles in order to 
help spinners of American cotton, as the 
latter do not come to the rescue of fhe 
fine spinners when they are in diffi- 
culties. 

The managing director of the Fine Cot- 
ton Spinners’. Association, a powerful 
combine, has pronounced Mr, Macara’s 
scheme to be unworkable, but against 
this must be set the fact that Messtfs. 
Horrockses, Crewdson & Co., one of the 
largest firms of spinners of fine cotton, 
have expressed approval of the scheme. 

The state of the Laneashire cotton in- 
dustry at present is worse than it has 
been for the last thirty years, and the 
prospects for this year are gloomier than 
ever. 

During the last twelve months sixty of 
the ninety companies in the Lancashire 
cotton trade sustained losses & punting 
to £102,707, and, deducting the profits of 
£57,385 made by the other thirty com- 
panies, the net loss for the year was 
£45,322. 


Government Must Help. 

In conversation with an Express repre- 
sentative yesterday, a prominent Preston 
spinner stated that unless urgent and 
definite steps were taken the industry 


‘would be irretrievably ruined. 


“The government must take up the 
matter,” he said, “for although we can 
do a great deal ourselves, without official 
aid our task will be doubly difficult. Mr. 
Balfour, as vou know, has been asked 
to receive a deputation on the subject. 

‘“‘Manufacturers have large quantities 
of goods on their hands awaiting a mar- 
ket. They cannot give orders to the 
the spinner or the weaver, as they have 
too much stock on hand. 

“Even if they did give orders the mils 
could not execute them at present prices, 
and the gamblers hold the raw material. 

“We have a remedy for this evil, how- 
ever, and that is not to depend on the 
United States for our supply. 

“Why cannot our colonies step into the 
breach and benefit themselves, as well 
as Lancashire and England fn general, 
by growing cotton? When this happens 
we shall ‘hear less of depression In the 
cotton trade. 

“The proposed international restriction 
on production has been found to be un- 
practical, as neither Germany, Austria, 
Italy, India, C™na nor Japan are willing 
to enter into the compact. 

The Only Hope. 

“Therefore the one thing to save Lan- 
cashire’s staple industry is to work only 
forty hours per week at each mill for 
periods of one month at a time.” 

A forty hours’ week means a loss of 
much money to the employers, but to the 
work people {ft spells a sparsely-filled cup- 
board and perhaps a cold grate. 

The operatives have taken Mr. Macara’s 
proposals calmly and with the philos- 
ophy of despair. Things could hardly be 
worse than last year, but, as a workman 
put ft, ‘‘We are willing to suffer for a 
year or so if it means «bringing kac 
prosperity to the trade.”’ 

Poverty is now rampant fh Lancashire, 
especially in those districts Gevoted en- 
tirely to spinning. In the weaving dis- 
tricts it Is not so acute, as business has 
been fairly good during the past vear. 

Further, the looms have not been work- 
ing full time, and consequently undue 
over-production has been avoided. 

The master spinners themselves have 
been hard hit, and {n many cases they 
have had to curtail] even their household 
expenses, such as dismissing servants. 

Yarn agents, too, are experiencing bad 
times, and a prominent agent at Bolton 
told an Express representative that his 
income had shrunk from £1,560 two 
years ago to less than £300 last year.

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UNIVERSITY SUCCESS 
OUTLINED BY DR. RICE 


Leader of University Move- 
ment Tells-of Efforts 
and Their Incep- 
tion. 


By REV. THERON H. RICE, D. D. 
Pastor Central Presbyterian Church. 

How we did it? To begin at the begin- 
ning, Several years ago a close friend of 
Columbia Theological seminary came 
over to Atlanta to talk about the pros- 
pects for transferring that {Institution 
to this city, The time did not seem pro- 
pitioug and the matter was dropped. But 
this gentleman’s visit was the seed corn 
of the whole present movement. 

A year ago last summer, while qa com- 
mittee of the synod og Georgia was 
wrestling with the problem of how to as- 
tablish or whether to establish a state 
college a suggestion came by letter from 
a gentleman intimately associated with 
the Southwestern university to the effect 
that Georgia substitute for her state 
college scheme a much larger undertak- 
ing; that she act as a mediator in bring- 
ing the Clarksville and Columbia instl- 
tutions together and found in Atlanta a 
really commanding university, serving the 
whole south. 

The first thing was to cal] the synod 
of Georgia, which at once ordered the 
suspension of the college scheme until 
the feasibility of the proposed plan could 
be investigated. The critical question was 
that of securing such an inducement as 
would make it worth while for the two 
schools to abandon their present sites 
and come to Georgia 


Atlanta Agreed Upon. 

There was only one source from which 
an adequate answer could come and 
that was Atlanta, Her wealth and her 
public spirit were both good founda- 
tions for reasonable hope. 

The next thing was to tell Atlanta. 
She was taken into the gpunsels by de- 
grees. Certain warm hearted and wealthy 
Presbyterians among her citizens were 
first approached and _ responded with 
some evident enthusiasm, Thus encour- 
aged the synod at its next meeting de- 
termined to give the following winter to 
the effort to raise in Georgia’s capital 
city $250,000 with which to house the 
proposed university on condition that the 
two institutions in question were moved 
to and consolidated in Atlanta, 

When this plan was authorized by the 
synod it was first laid formally before a 
conference of Presbyterians over which 
Mr. S. M. Inman presided. This group of 
men decided that the raising of the 
quarter of a million dollars for the bring- 
ing of a great university within our gates 
was possible and desirable. It was re- 
solved to undertake it. Those who were 
entrusted with the launching of the great 
effort felt its weight. They felt it in- 
deed to be altogether beyond their un- 
aided strength. 

The Atlanta effort was begun therefore 
by calling a little company of earnest 
people together at the hour of 5:30 each 
evening for a week to unite in simple 
direct prayer to All Mighty God for his 
blessing and aid. 

Often since, when staggered by all 
sorts of difficulties it has been a won- 
derfu] help to remember those little pray- 
er meetings in which the enterprise be- 
gan. 


The First $150,000. 

The first $150,000 was raised rather 
quietly and by a canvass of the Presby- 
terian churches of Atlanta, When the 
Presbyterians had raised $150,000 they 
their fellow citizens through 
the press, setting forth that which they 
were trying to do and asking their help 
in bringing within the city’s gates a unli- 
versity to be a blessing to us all. 

Thereupon ensued such a movement as 
I suppose we may soberly say very few 
communities have ever witnessed, 

The papers took the matter up and 
put al] their influence behind it. This 
very promptly roused the whole communi-

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ty—a community as responsive as can be 
found. Everybody became interested, 
Three Mass Meetings. 

Three great mass meé¢tings were held. 
The religious denominations united. The 
various kinds of business united. Thea 
capitalist and’ laborer united. The very 
news boys gave their mites. The negroes 
brought in their contributions. The whole 
community aroused in the interests of 
a noble enterprise and gave itself with 
an unselfish ardor to its consummation. 
The time will be long remembered. Par- 
ents will tell the story to their children. 

I remember a remark of J. K. Orr, 
that indomitable leader of the chamber 
of commerce at the time. He said that 
the morning after our first mass meet- 
ing he felt like tipping his hat to every 
other man he met. The morning after 
the second mass meeting he felt like just 
taking his hat off and walking bare-head- 
ed through the streets. Every citizen 
one met was worthy of the tribute. 
happy—how jubilant we all were 
the whole amount had been raised! 

Spirit of Cooperation. 

When the gentleman who got 
amount signed up approached the 
scribers they found no backing down, but 
cordial cooperation on nearly everybody's 
part in getting every item of the im- 
mense list in binding shape. The cOm- 
munity was nobly in earnest. 

The next step was to lay Atlanta's 
munificent offer before the bodies 
trolling the two institutions. This was 
undertaken by a committce appointed by 
the synod of Georgia, of which Dr. J. W. 
Walden, of Athens, was chairman. Arm- 
ed with Atlanta’s substantial proposition, 
Dr. Walden, accompanied by myself, vis- 
ited every synod as it met last fall, and 
secured the appointment of a committee 
of three from each of the bodies, with 
the exception of the synod: of Tennesser, 
to meet in a conference at Atlanta for 
the purpose of determining the feasibility 
of the proposed consolidation, and if 
found feasible to suggest a plan for car- 
rying it into effect. 

Tennessee by a not large majority voted 
to send not conferces, but three men 
to explain why she would not enter the 
conference. 

What the Conference Faced. 

It is this conference which has met 
and adjourned this week with what reg 
sult all know. These gentlemen were 
selected men, carefully chosen the 
synods sending them. The in 
the face the strongest array of facts 
which could bé marshaled by the oppo- 
sition. They particularly listened to. ar- 
guments on both sides of the question 
and they recommend to the seven synods 
the proposed consolidation by a vote of 
14 te 3. 

As to how we feel over this result, 
I may say that we are very happy over 
it. It is a grateful thing to have all our 
hard work recognized. 

It is good to have the “Atlanta move- 
ment’ and Atlanta’s spirit in the move- 
ment understood and appreciated. It is 
a great joy to look forward to the pos- 
sibility of the great institution we hope 
soon to build in the environs of this fair 
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“The subjects taught In the public 
schools today are far too diversified,”’ re- 
marked a prominent member of the Geor- 
gia general assembly who wats in Atlanta 
yesterday. “This @iversification tends to 
superficial results. 

“When the public schools were first in- 
auguratéd in the south after the war and 
before the war, in what we knew as ‘clas- 
sica] schools,’ the @ubjects taught were 
only the main brances of general educa- 
tion, the foundation studies of mathe- 
matics, reading and grammar, geography 
and history. In the classical schools 
Latin and Greek grammar and simple 
studies in translation were added. 

“The pupil was well grounded in these 
main basic branches and when the public 
school or the classical school had been 
passed the student was prepared, and well 
prepared, to enter colege and take up @ 
higher education. 

“The records of the United States Mill- 
tary academy at West Point show the 
wisdom and efficiency of the simple, 
straightforward methods of education in 
vogue. There were fewer applicants turn- 
ed down for fatlure to pass scholastic ex- 
amination from the south than from any 
other section of the country previous to 
the war. In fact unless a southern youth 
was physically disqualified he stood a fine 
examination in almost all cases and this, 
I firmly believe, was due to the simple, 
Substantial education he received in the 
classical or preparatory schools. 

“But now children who attend public 
schools have presented to them 4 great 
variety of subjects for study, music, man- 
ual training, foreign langyages, bookkeep- 
ing and a dozen other things. 

“Now a child can gain nothing but the 
most superficial knowledge or conception 
ef such a variety of subjects. He dips a 
little into this thing and a little into 
that and is made familiar with none. I 
cannot understand why modern  peda- 
gogues have encouraged this departure 
from the very principles of child instrac- 
tion—the greatest principle being sim- 
plicity of study and instruction and an 
avoidance of all that tends to confuse 
the nascent intellect of a child 

‘Indeed I look for a reaction and a re- 
turn to the old methods, for parents will 
sooner or later come to appreciate the old 
system and understand the defects of the 
modern practices and the teachers and 


| pedagogues whose highflown and pernici- 


ous ideas prevail today will be forced to 
defer to the wishes of the fathers and 
mothers of pupils. 

“When this is done not only will the 
teaching of the public school become 
more thorough, but this desire fdr thor- 
oughness will permeate the colleges also, 
where, unfortunately, it has fallen into 
something of desu@tude.”’

Proposed Legislation in Orde; 
To Correct Absenteeism 


General Chaffee Explains the Pur- 
pose of the Measure To Author- 
ize the Use of Retired Of- 
ficers with the Stgte 
Militia,

Washington, January 22.—(Special.)-If 
the bill which hag been introduced in 
congress providing for the assignment of 
retired officers of the army ‘to active 
Service in certain capacities becomes a 
law, the hopes of a number of officers 
upon the active Ust to secure service 
with the militia of the several states and 
With certain educational institutions will 
meet with disappointment. With the ex- 
ception of a Iimited number to be sta- 
tioned at Washington in the perform- 
ance of technical duties, all officers will 
be kept with their commands. 

The governors of a number of states, 
Georgia and South Carolina included, 
havé asked for the assignment of off'cers 
on the active list for duty with the mili- 
tia of those states. These assignments 
are usually considered desirable and are 
much sought after; and so are the assizn- 
ments to duty as instructors to those In- 
stitutions throughout the countfy which 
have a military attachment. The pro- 
posed bill will put off all these “good 
things’’ from officers on the active list. 

The bill itself is a short one, simply 
providing that the secretary of war, 
whenever in his judgment the public in- 
terests may require it, may employ retir- 
ed officers for active recruiting duty, for 
service with the militia of the several 
States, military attaches, and upon 
courtmartial, of inquiry aid 
boards, and upon staff duties not involv 
ing service With troops; that after the

In view these conditions, General 
Chaffee gives his strong indorsement to 
the, utilization of officers on the retired 
list to perform all detached service with- 
in or without the army which does not 
involve arduous service and which js 
presumably within the competency of re- 
tired officers to perform. “It is certainly 
rot an unreasonable requirement,” he 
says, “‘considering the generous provis- 
ions which the government makes for its 
retired officers to exact from them the 
class of duties here specified.’’ 

Officers on the retired list receive three- 
fourths pay. Many of them are men 
fully capable of performing service of 
the character indicated as well as offi- 
cers on the active list. Many of them 
would prefer some active duty of this 
kind to enforced idleness. While per- 
forming such active duty they would re- 
ceive the full pay of their rank, which 
would be a consideration with many of 


them.

The value of such a change in the law 
to the army is apparent from General 
Chaffee’s statement. The service now 
performed by officers on the active list 
would be as well performed, and at much 
less cost to the government, as the Ser- 
vice would be secured for the difference 
between the retired pay and the active 
pay of the individual officers. If thig 
bill is not passed, congress will have 
to relieve the situation by authorizing 
an increase in the officers on the active _ 
list, which from a money standpoint 
would probably cost very much more 
than the plan championed by General

GOES TO TRIAL 


W. A. Puckett Charged with

William A. Puckett, a well known 


young white man, was placed on trial 
yesterday before Judge L. S. Roan, in 
the criminal branch of the superior court, 
on the charge of breaking into and rob- 
bing a freight car of the Southern Raill- 
way Company.

Says He Bought Goods.

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MANY WIDOWS 
GET PENSIONS

Relicts ef the Brave Par- 
take of the State’s 
Bounty. 


More than three hundred widows of 
confederate veterans received their pen- 
sion vouchers yesterday from Pension 
Commissioner J. W. Lindsey, and almost 
all of them went immediately to the 
state treasury where they were promptly 
cashed by Treasurer Park. 

The day was practically devoid of oc- 
curances except such as are incident to 
occasions like this when hundreds of 
aged and infirm women, whose loving 
hands made garments for the soldier 
boys of the sixties, and whose tender, 
yet courageous hearts upheld them in the 
times of stormiest passions. Some of 
them have reached years which bring 
extreme feebleness, yet they made their 
way to the capitol, there to receive, 
themselves, the money which the state 
gladly gives them in recognition of able 
services rendered. Several of those who 
appeared at the capitol yesterday had 
passed their three score years and ten, 
whilé one or two were in the eighties. 

The rolls show more than 400 widows 
in Fulton county entitled to pensions. 
Yesterday Comissioner Lindsey issued 
vouchers to 156 widows in the indigent 
class provided for under the most re- 
cent act of the legislature and to 166 
widows of the old class, making a totar 
of 322. 

About 1/2 of the widows were 
transfers from other counties. This 
makes a total of about 50 pensioners in 
all who have been transferred from other 
counties to Fulton for this year’s pay- 
ments. These transfers in a large 
measure account for the extraordinary 
size of Fulton county’s pension roll. 

In addition to the Fulton county pen- 
Sions Treasurer Park yesterday paid 
to Judge J. M. Thornton, ordinary of 
Hart county, $10,570 for the pensioners 
of that county.

President Tift, of Georgia Saw Mill 
Association, in Conference with 
Governor—Georgia Editors 
Are Named as Fair Com- 
mission on Publicity. 


President H. H. Tift, of the Georgia 
Sawmill Association, which has given 
the state $500 in cash and all the mate- 
rial needed for erecting the Georgia state 
building at the coming exposition at 5i. 
Louls, was in conference with Governor 
Terrell and GlascOck Barrett, assistant 
commissioner, yesterday frelative to the 
plans in this connection. 

The question of changing the style of 
the building from that of Liberty Hall, 
Alexander Stephen's old home, to thas 
of Sutherland, the home of the late 
General John B. Gordon, was discussed 
at some length, and to the proposed 
change Mr. Tift gave his entire approval, 

The Georgia building will be well lo- 
cated. The site is one of the highest 
upon the exposition grounds, and Geor- 
gia will be in the midst of the most 
prominent state and foreign buildings 
and within short walking distance ot 
the agricultural buildings and others in 
which Georgia's principal exhibits will 
be displayed. 

The gift of all the material needed for 
the construction of the building from 
the Georgia Sawmill Association, means 
a great deal to the state. With this 
taken into consideration, it has been 
carefully figured out what the building 
will cost, including the expenses of 
maintenance during the life of the expo- 
sition. and for these purposes $25,000 is 
needed. Of this amount the commission 
ers now have $8,500 in sight. 

Will Talk to Atlanta. 

Commissioner Dudly M. Hughes and 
Assistant Commissioner Hugh V. Wash- 
ington, who has charge of the work in 
behalf of the Georgia building, will be in 
the city Monday. They will meet with 
Assistant Commissioner Glascock Barrett 
and others interested in the work, and a 
conferénce will be held relative to pre- 
senting the matter of subscriptions for 
the state building to the people of At- 
lanta. 

Commissioner Hughes has been engaged 
in looking after the state exhibit, while 
Commissioner Washington has been can- 
vassing the state in the interests of the 
Georgia building. Commissioner’ Bar- 
rett has been looking after the necessary 
work at headquarters in the capitol. 

It has not been dectded yet just, what 
plan of campaign will be adopted in 
Atlanta. It may be a public Meeting 
will be held, or perhaps the work will 
proceed on some more quiet plan.

When the names of the permanent 
committee are presented to the commit- 
tee of 100 everyone of them will be a 
man Who hag accepted the appointment 
and who will devote his best energies to 
the work. The names Of the members of 
the committee will not be given out until 
the meeting this afternoon, but the com- 
mittee will include Governor Joseph M.

SAYS THE BOARD 


1S FLIMELAMMED 


Alderman Inman Tals Warmly 
of Exhibit at St, Louis 


Alderman Woodward Says the At- 
lanta Exhibit at St. Louis Is 
“For Nothing on God Al- 
mighty’s Earth but To 
Advertise Railroads.” 


“I think the aldermanic board has 


been fiim-flammed,’’ declared Alderman 
H. T. Inman during the session of yes- 
terday afternoon while speaking of the 
proposition to erect an Atlanta building 
in the Model City at the Louisiana Pui- 
chase exposition, at St. Louis. 

Alderman Woodward expressed practi- 
cally the same sentiments, but not in 
the same words. Mayor Pro Tem. Lon- 
gino also took part in the discussion, 

It was one of the liveliest sessions 
held by the aldermanic board receftly 
and wag made so by the statements re- 
garding the appropriation for the At- 
lanta building at St. Louis. 

The discussign began when the January 
apportionment sheet of the finance com- 
mittee, of which Alderman Inman 
chairman, was offered for action. The 
sheet had been unanimously adopted 
withapt discussion during the meeting of 
council last Monday afternoon and it was 
up to the aldermen to concuf in the ac- 
tion of council. 


is 


“There is one question I want to ask 
about the sheet,” said Alderman Wood- 
ward. “I want to know what shape we 
are in about that $5,000 for the Atlanta 
exhibit at St. Louis? What position are 
we now in?” 

“I think the aldermanic board has been 
fllm-flammed about that,” put in Al- 
derman Inman. I do not object to giv- 
ing the money so much as I do the way 
they went at us. I hate to 
flammed.’’ 


“I know they have sent a committee to 
St. Louis and have incurred a lot of ex- 
pense,’ said Alderman Woodward. ‘“‘What 
I want to know now is whether we are 
expected to foot the bill of the Atlanta 
chamber of commerce or any other or- 
ganization that wants to send 
tees out of town.”’ 

“I agree with you aldermen,” responded 
Alderman Inman, ‘“‘but I do not see much 
that we can do abott this thing. I was 
opposed to the exhibit but they have gone 
along without us. The mayor has already 
closed the contract with the St. Louis 
people, and he has ratified the action of 
the committee. ‘ 

Hits at Mayor Howell. 

“But the mayor is not the general coun. 
cil,”’ said Alderman Woodward. “I think 
that this board has been shown very lit- 
tle courtesy.’’ 

“I agree with ‘you, 
said Alderman Inman. 

Mayor Pro Tem. Longino then stated 
that in the beginning he had been op- 
posed to having the exhibit at the Louisi- 
ana Purchase exposition. “I told them,”’ 
he said, “that it would be a great deal 
better to spend the $5,000 in paying 
better salaries to our firemen and school 
teachers, in improving the streets and in 
trying to have something here to show 
the people when they come here. There 
was only one man who agreed with me, 
and he was Mr. Sam Jones, of the stove 
works. However, the others did not 
agree and went ahead with preparations 
for the exhibit. 

“When Mayor Howell told me that it 
Was necessary for Aflanta to give an 
answer to the exposition people in one 
week, I told him that we had gone so 
far with it that we might as well carry it 
through, and I told him that 1 would 
be with him in what he did. 

“That is my position now. 
posed to it at first, but now that we 
have gone this far we might well 
go along with it.” 

‘“‘No resolution of any kind has passed 
this board,”” saf@d Alderman Woodward, 
“and I want to know how they can ap- 
propriate money without having a resolu- 
tion go through this board?’

Resolution Is Necessary. 

City Attorney Mayson was asked by 
Alderman Woodward whether it wouid 
be necessary to have a separate resolu- 
tion adopted by the board. 

“I have always held,’’ said the city 
attorney, ‘‘that the apportionment sheet 
merely creates the fund. It will be nec- 
essary before the money is spent to 
have a resolution adopted by council 
and the aldermanic board authorizing the 
proper persons to spend the money.” 

“I would not so much care if it was 
to be an Atlanta exhibit at the fair,” 
Said Alderman Woodward, “but this is 
done for nothing on God Almighty's 
eanth but to advertise the railroads.”’ 
“Do you hold then, Mr. City Attorney,” 
asked Alderman Inman, “that they can 
not spend this money until the alder- 
manic board has adopted a resolution?” 

“Yes, sir,”’ replied the city attorney. 
Alderman Imman moved that the favor- 
able action of council upon the January 
apportionment sheet of the finance com- 
mittee be concurred in by the aldermanic 
board, and his motion was adopted. 
The ‘“‘flim-flamming’’ referred to by Al- 
derman Inmam is part of the history of 
the council of 1903. 

It was ascertained during last Decem- 
ber that it was necessary for Atlanta to 
at once either accept or reject the invi- 
tation of the Louisiana Purchase Exp0si- 
tion Company to become one of the twen- 
ty-flve municipal exhibitors in the model 
city at St. Louis. 

A special meeting of council was, there- 
fore, called for the purpose of taking 
action. In the meantime it developed that 
four members of the aldermanic board 
were opposed to accepting the invita- 
tion. It was also known that the money 
for the Atlanta exhibit would not be 
needed until 1904, and that the council 
of 1903 could not spend the money of the 
council of 1904. 


How Money Was Secured. 


A resolution was, therefore, adopted 
accepting the invitation of the exposition 
directors and pledging the faith of the 
city to the appropriation of $5,000 dur- 
ing January ef 1904. The $5,000 was to 
be given upon the condition that an equal 
amount be secured from other sources 
for the Atlanta exhibit. Mayor Howell,

With a fine of fifty dollars and seventy- 
fivecentstopayforill-treating histwo lit- 
tle children, Louis I. Link, of 93 Foun- 
dry street, left the recorder’s court 
room yesterday morning with his notions 
about filial love somewhat changed. He 
was given a lecture by Recorder Broyles 
on parental effection and was told that 
he didn’t have a heart as big as a mus- 


tard seed. 

The fact that Link had given his two 
little children to a negro woman to raise 
was shocking enough to those who heard 
the investigation yesterday morning, but 
the declaration of the man that he loved 
his children and thought he was doing 
perfectly right in letting them live in a 
negro house, dumbfounded the spectators 
and caused the recorder to tell Link what 
he thought of him and his methods of 
showing his affection for his children. 

It was shown that Link, who is knowa 
as a “doctor” in his neighborhood, gave 
his children, one of whom is three years 
of age, and the other sixteen months old, 
to Nettle Dunlap, a negro woman, who 
lives at 22 Davis street. The children 
had been with the woman three months. 
He paid 75 cents a month for their care. 
The woman testified that all the food 
Link sent her for the children was a lit- 
tle flour and syrup. She stated that she 
had to feed them from her own table. 
Once a week, on Sundays, the children 
were taken ea see their parents. 

Link admitted that he owned four 
houses in the city and a farm in Mis- 
sissippi. He sells patent medicines, and 
his wife gives lessons in art. : 

Child Is Taken Ill. 

During the investigation the 
child, a little girl, was taken fll 
physiclan, who was present, pi: onounced 
illness an attack of croup, which 
might result in pneumonia. The little 
girl was ordered taken at once to the 
Grady hospital in a closed cab. 

‘Now, Link.’”’ said the recorder to the 
prisoner, “I want you to tell me what 
you and your wife mean by treating 
your children as you have done. [| am 
curious to know what excuse you can 
offer for such inhuman and cruel con- 
duct.”’ 

“IT don’t think I have acted inhumanly 
Or cruelly,” replied Link. “I have done 
the best I could by my children for 1 
love them.” 

“You do what?" interrupted the record- 
er, severely. ‘‘You don’t know what love 
is. You don’t know the meaning of the 
word. You haven't a heart as big as a 
mustard seed. It seems to me that you 
would have been kinder to the children 
if you had poisoned them. By the way, 
haven't you been in this court before?’ 


Arrested Once Before. 

‘‘Yes,"’ was the reply, “I was here once 
on the charge of locking my oldest child 
on the front porch at night to make it 
stop crying, and you dismissed the case. 
That was the work of spiteful neighbors 
as this case is now.’ 

“This is about the worse case of the 
kind I ever had to try,.”’ remarked the 
recorder, ‘“‘Here are two little children, 
neither of whom is scarcely m@re than a 
babe, turned over to a negro to raise, 
and kept in a negro ‘settlement where 
they were likely to be starved to death, 
or their lives blasted if they withstood 
the ravages of hunger.’

DETENTION WARD 
GREATLY NEEDED 


Chief Ball Says Such a Place 
Sheuld Be Previded at 
— Once. 


The one thing needful in the pclice 
department, according to the views of 
Chief Ball and those who are convers- 
ant with police matters, is a male deten- 
tion ward. 

Hardly a day passes but what some 
person with some claim to respectability 
is arrested and in most cases such arrests 


are made on suspicion. Often the person 
arrested is not guilty. It has been % cus- 
tom to allow such prisoners the privilege 
of hiring at thelr own expense @ special 
guard, which costs them 25 ceuts an 
hour. In such cases a bed for the night 
is furnished the prisoner in the commis- 
sioners’ room, where three cots have been 
provided. 

There is a female detention ward, which 
is very convenient, but a male detention 
ward is much more needed 

Chief Ball thinks such a ward can be 
fitted up for about $1,200 or $1,500. it 
is the chief's intention, if an appropria- 
tion for the purpose is made, to have 


in the same department a place for small 


White boys. 

“A detention ward for men,” states the 
chief, “is a crying need. I do not sen 
how we can longer get along without sucn 
a place at the barracks. Prisoners with 
claims to respectability are allowed to 
pay for a special guard. It is our duty 
to provide a place for such prisoners 
without cost to them. I do not belleve 
there ig a city in the country the size of 
Atlanta which has not a male detention 
ward in\ connection with the police ber- 
racks. We also need a place to keep 
little boys who are held for investigation. 
It is not right to put boys in the prison 
where all sorts of vile persons are locked 
up. We could have the male detention 
ward and the cells for small boys in 
the same department. I have recom- 
mend such a ward in my two last annual] 
reports, and I really think something 
should be done about the matter at once

One of the most gratifying tendencies 
of baseball in the present day is the evn- 
dent desire of many of the managers of 
tearhns to stop all forms of gambling. with- 
in the inclosure by both the spectators 
and the players. 

Last year Manager Powell posted a sign 
in the grandstand forbidding betting on 
the game and threatening to expel from 
the park any one caught ‘backing elther 
team. 

There was a time in baseball when It 
was thought best for the players to bet 
on the game and support their own team 
with their money, as it was believed that 
this would make them play the harder to 
win, and give them a much better chance. 

This theory has received a setback at 
the hands of the owner of the three times 
champions of the National League, Bar- 
ney Dreyfuss, of Pittsburg. 

“I do not want any sports on the Pitts- 
burg team, and that is why I am so 
careful in my selection of what new tal- 
ent we want for next year. 

“By sport I me&n the player who will 
bet on himself or his team to win games,” 
said he to a representative of The St. 
Louis Star, the other day. “I don't want 
a)'y man who will wager that his team 
will win; that the other team will be 
shut out, etc., for that is a very bad busi- 
Less and there ig entirely too much of 
it in baseball now. 

“At first it looks like a good game; it 
looks as though the club owner should 
be proud to have in his employ men who 
will wager their hard earned money that 
they will beat the other fellows, but when 
we look at it more closely and examine 
records it proves to be very bad base- 
ball, 

“It has been proved that the player who 
bets on himself cannot give his best at- 
tentlohns to the game. 

“‘Many are the club managers and own- 
ers who could tell if they would where 
such and such a game was lost by a cer- 
tain player having bet and become tov 
anxious,”’ , 

Dreyfuss further states that he ia look- 
ing for a-good pitcher and has so far 


had the refusal of two good men, whom 
he has not signed on account of the fact 
that they are accustomed to bet on 
themselves. 

And there are a number of other rea- 
sons, equally as good as the one given by 
the Pittsburg magnate, why players 
mene not be encouraged to bet on them- 
selves.

STOCKS SHOWED 
GREATER ACTIVITY 


Evident That Leadership Is in Daring 
and Powerful Hands. 


INTENTIONS ARE OBSCURE 


New Active Speculative Party Buys 
Openly, While Selling Through 
Brokers — Trading Active 
and Variéd—1,000,000 
Shares Sold. 


New York, January 22.—Another day of 
active and varied trading in stocks 
marked the progress of the speculative 
campaign taken up in the last few days. 
The manner in which the enormous blocks 
of stocks in thousands of shares were 
hurled from one portion of the market 
to another, was sufficient evidence that 
leadership of the market was in daring 
and powerful hands. About the oniy 
news from a stock market standpoint 
Was Made up of the surmises as to the 
personality of the newly active specu- 
lative party and the identity of their 
operations, whether on tne “buying or tne 
selling side. Some of the selling Was 
Openly done in the interest of the prin- 
cial in the leadership, while their 
brokers were also buying at other points 
With ostentation and vociferation. The 
popular supposition wag that the newly 
active party in the stock market included 
Speculative elements that have been 
prominent in cotton ana ,n grain during 
the recent activity in those markets, and 
that something like a pool had been 
arranged by which these various elements 
were acting in concert to lft the prices 
of stocks to their own profit. The tra]- 
ing presented all the characteristics of 
the periods of-activity of such organized 
sp¢culation. The buying and bidding up 
of prices was skilfully shifted from one 
to another quarter, calculated to affect 
Opinion on the market as a whole and 
selling at other points were coincidently 
carried on in the realizing on profits. 
Late in the day the reectionary ten- 
dency became fairly general under the 
Weight of the selling to realize and the 
level of prices receded materially from 
the highest. The trading was somewhat 
aggravated by the report of a banking 
failure in Cleveland, and the downward

THE TRADE SITUATION. 


New York, January 22.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.'s weekly review of trade tomorrow 
will say: 

“Weather conditions have furnished 
the chief influences in the general trade 
Situation. To some extent traffic has 
been hindered, especially at the east, but 
the latest returns of railway earnings for 
January show an increase of 3.9 per cent 
over 1903.
